To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1920. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  given  above  by  the 
Registrar  General  for  1920,  is  in  my  opinion,  much  too  low. 

There  are  3,068  inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  which 
number,  allowing  for  five  persons  per  house,  would  give  a population 
of  15,310.  I think  the  figure  is  six  per  house,  if  not  more,  as  no 
doubt,  there  is  a large  amount  of  overcrowding. 

Many  houses  I have  personally  visited  have  two  families 
residing  therein.  The  Census,  about  to  be  taken,  will  no  doubt, 
clear  this  matter  up. 


Physical  Features. 

The  country  is  of  a hiily  nature  and  well- wooded.  The  soil 
is  sandy  in  parts,  and  magnesium  limestone  is  found  to  exist. 

Social  Conditions,  including  Chief  Occupations. 

The  principal  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  coal-mining, 
stone-quarrving,  with  lime  work,  and  agricultural  pursuits. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  480, 
an  increase  of  130  on  the  previous  year.  'There  were  275  Males, 
and  205  Females.  This  number  includes  23  illegitimate  births. 
The  Birth  Rate  was  33*02,  the  highest  rate  we  have  had  for  some 
years.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  25*4. 

Mortality. 

The  number  of  Deaths  during  the  year  was  177,  107  Males 
and  70  Females;  48  more  than  in  1919.  In  this  number  are 
included  the  deaths  of  persons  in  Institutions  outside  the  District 
and  formerly  resident  here. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12*1,  which,  although  higher  than  that 
of  1919,  cioes  not  compare  unfavourably  with  that  of  England  and 
Wales,  which  is  12*4. 

There  were  41  Deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and 
of  this  number  21  were  75  years  and  over. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Phthisis  was  ‘48.  The  Death  Rate 
from  other  Tubercular  Diseases  *13.  The  Zymotic  Death  Rate 
was  1*5.

Infantile  Mortality. 


I regret  to  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year — there  being  53  deaths  against  28  the 
previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  is  110*4  per  1000  births,  which  is 
very  much  higher  than  it  should  be.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  only  80  per  1000  births,  and  the  Rate  for  96 
great  towns  is  85. 


Of  these  53  Infants — 32  Males  and  21  Females  — 20  died  in 
the  first  month.  Nine  of  these  were  prematurely  born,  and  in 
several  instances  they  were  suffering  from  congenital  defects.  In 
no  case  were  the  deaths  attributable  to  any  preventable  cause,  that 
we,  as  a Sanitary  Authority,  could  have  averted. 

I am  not  sure  that  the  fact  that  Measles  is  no  longer  a 
notifiable  disease  in  this  District,  is  not,  in  a measure,  a contributarv 
cause.  Measles,  and  the  complications  following  that  disease,  is 
always  a terrible  scourge  to  the  infant  life  of  this  Country.  The 
fact  that  during  1920,  when  the  disease  was  not  notifiable  in  this 
District,  there  were  17  Deaths  from  Measles  alone,  and  that  during 
19 19,  although  157  cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles  were 
reported,  only  one  death  occurred,  seems  to  bear  out  this  statement. 


If  mothers  would  only  realise  that  Measles  is  a Fever,  more 
care  would  be  taken  to  isolate  the  patient,  and  thus  try  to  prevent 
the  other  children  in  the  family  contracting  it.  However,  I know 
that  in  the  state  of  overcrowding  that  exists,  it  is  almost  an  impos- 
sibility to  isolate  the  patient  at  home. 


It  is  too  soon  to  hope  for  good  results  from  the  establishment 
of  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  but  in  the  causes  of  death  of  these 
infants,  given  below,  there  are  practically  none  that  could  be 
attributed  to  lack  of  care  or  ignorance  in  proper  feeding.

The  deaths  occurred  in  the  following  parishes: — Anston  8; 
Dinnington  32  ; Wales  7 ; Harthill  4 ; Todwick  2. 


I am  strongly  of  opinion  that  a course  of  Home  Hygiene 
and  Home  Nursing — including  care  of  infants — could  be  with 
advantage  included  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Schools,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  girls,  and  even  the  boys  of  the  elder  classes. 


Poor  Law  Relief. 

The  cost  of  Out- Relief  during  the  year  is  stated  by  the 
Relieving  Officer  (Mr.  Colbeck)  to  amount  to  £3347  11s,  Od. 


Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Joint- Hospital,  situated  at  S waliownest,  lor  Infectious- 
Diseases,  containing  32  beds  (other  than  Small  Pox)  proved  sufficient 
during  the  year.  Another  Hospital,  for  Small  Pox,  is  also  provided 
under  the  same  Hospital  Committee,  which  has  not  been  used  for 
a number  of  years. 

The  Sanatorium,  attached  to  Kilton  Hill  Infirmary,  is  avail- 
able for  cases  of  Phthisis,  and  is  used  by  the  residents. 

The  voluntary  Hospitals,  at  Sheffield,  are  also  taken 
advantage  of. 


Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District. 

WATER. 

The  Council,  through  arrangement  with  the  Sheffield 
Corporation,  have  secured  a most  satisfactory  Water  Supply  for 
the  more  populous  parishes,  such  as  Dinnington,  Anston,  Wales, 
Todwick,  Harthill,  and  Thorpe  Saivin.  Wroodsetts,  Firbeck,  and 
Letweli  are  supplied  by  wells.  The  distance  from  the  water  mains, 
and  the  scattered  nature  of  the  population  prohibits  the  supply  of 
Sheffield  water  to  these  out-lying  portions  of  the  District. 

The  Water  Supply  as  a whole  is  satisfactory.  No  case  of 
lead-poisoning  has  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  time  I have 
been  Medical  Officer.  The  water  is  not  plumbo-soi  vent,  No 
complaints  have  reached  me  during  the  past  year  of  any  water 
contamination. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  rivers  and  streams  of  the  District  are  contaminated  by 
sewage,  and  totaiiy  unlit  for  domestic  purposes. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Improvements  are  needed  in  various  parts  of  the  District. 

South  Ansto'n  has  no  proper  sewerage  system,  but  is  to  a 
large  extent  a conglomeration  of  drains. 

West  Thorpe  is  not  properly  drained,  and  the  foul  sewage 
enters  the  Canal  untreated. 

Waieswood,  — The  long  row  of  houses  near  the  Colliery, 
drain  into  a dumb-well,  cleaned  out  by  the  Company.  A proper 
Scheme  is  needed  here. 

Waieswood  Hamlet  has  no  system  of  sewerage. 

Harthill  and  Woodall. 

Excepting  at  one  end  of  Harthill  the  sewers  consist  of  rubble 
culverts,  leaky  field  pipes.  &c.  The  treatment  of  the  sewage  on 
land  is  very  primitive. 

At  Dinnington  and  Wales,  surface  water  sewerage  systems 
are  required,  as  the  sewage  pumps  cannot  cope  with  the  flow  to  the 
outfall  works  in  wet  weather. 

Schemes  for  the  extension  of  the  purification  works  at 
Dinnington  and  Wales  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

I am  glad  to  know  that  the  conversion  of  privy-middens  and 
paii  closets  to  the  water-carriage  system  is  in  hand,  and  quite  a 
number,  are  already  finished.  I hope,  in  the  near  future,  this 
system  wiil  prevail  in  the  entire  District. 

For  further  details  re  this  question,  I refer  you  to  Table  C. 

Scavenging. 

The  Council  have  taken  over  the  scavenging  of  Dinnington, 
having  purchased  their  own  horses  and  carts,  and  employed  the 
labour. 


I am  satisfied  that  the  improvement  has  been  great,  since  the 
system  was  in  vogue.  The  work  is  done  systematically  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  Council’s  Destructor  at 
Dinnington. 

In  other  parts  of  the  District  it  is  deposited  in  disused 
quarries.  The  excreta  is  carted  on  to  the  land. 

Very  few  complaints  have  reached  me  during  the  year  of 
any  neglect  in  this  department. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District,, 

This  is  dealt  with  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

The  Schools. 

Dinnington,  Anston,  Kiveton  Park,  and  Wales  are  new 
Schools,  built  in  recent  years  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 
Water  is  laid  on,  and  they  are  provided  with  water  closets,  from  the 
Council’s  System. 

Harthill  and  Thorpe  Salvin  have  water  on  from  the  mains. 
Closet  pails  are  in  use  here.  Firbeck  and  Woodsetts  Schools  have 
privies,  and  the  water  is  obtained  from  welis.  Todwick  School 
should  have  water  laid  on. 

The  general  condition  of  these  Schools  is  good.  The  Schools 
are  periodically  inspected  by  myself  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  A 
School  Medical  Officer  is  appointed  by  the  County  Council,  and 
works  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Infants’  Department  of  Anston  Schools  was  closed  from 
April  16th  to  May  7th,  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  Measles. 

FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

No  milk  is  imported.  Ail  supplies  are  from  the  farms  in  the 
District.  No  complaints  have  reached  me,  either  regarding  the 
quality  or  quantity  of  the  supply. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  1919. 

Milk  is  supplied  to  necessitous  cases.  Several  applications 
were  made  under  this  Order  during  the  year.  In  the  whoie  of  the 
cases  the  Council  granted  a supply  of  milk  free  of  cost,  the  amount 
varying  from  one  pint  to  one  quart  per  day,  and  the  period  ranging 
from  10  to  28  days. 
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The  examination  of  Food  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  have  power  to 
call  in  a Veterinary  Surgeon  if  required. 

No  public  abbatpir  has  been  established,  but  there  are  14 
private  Slaughter-houses  licensed  by  the  Council,  and  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Heaith  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  condition  of  Bake-houses  and  Slaughter-houses  is 
satisfactory. 

Three  Carcases  were  condemned  and  destroyed  for  tuber- 
culosis during  the  year. 


Adoptive  Acts. 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  (Parts  II,  III, 
IV,  V,  X)  adopted  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  No  action 
taken  under  this  Act  at  end  of  the  year. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Of  this  number  14  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  An  Infectious  Table  has  been  prepared  showing  the 
ages  of  those  affected  and  the  parishes  where  they  occurred. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  ended  fatally.  This  disease  was 
probably  contracted  in  Sheffield.  Two  children  died  from  Whooping 
Cough.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  Erysipelas.  Seven  deaths 
were  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  One  from  Tuberculous 
Meningitis,  and  one  from  other  tuberculous  disease. 

The  17  deaths  from  Measles  occurred  in  children  between 
the  ages  of  one  to  five  years.  These  latter  occurred  in  the  fodowing 
parishes  : — Anston,  three  ; Woodsetts,  one  ; Dinnington,  13.  Two 
case  of  Opthaimia  Neonatorum  occurred  at  Anston  and  Dinnington 
respectively.  In  each  case  both  eyes  were  effected,  and  recovery 
followed.  Two  cases  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were  notified. 

A case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  died  in  hospital,  of  which 
I received  no  notification.  I saw  it  first  in  the  transferable  deaths 
at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

No  vicinations  have  been  done  during  the  year  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Tuberculosis. 

A County  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  the  District  weekly, 
under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medicai  Officer  of  Health.  The 
Dispensary  is  at  Dinnington.  Bacteriological  examination  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Council,  Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum  is  provided 
free  by  the  Council.  These  facilities  are  made  use  of  by  the 
Medical  men  practising  in  the  District. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

This  is  also  carried  out  by  County  Council. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Carried  out  by  County  Council,  who  have  two  Centres  in  the 
District  (Dinnington  and  Kiveton  Park). 

Housing. 

I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  congratulate  the  Council  on  the 
progress  made  with  the  Housing  Scheme  at  Dinnington.  I regret 
that  the  proposed  Schemes  for  Wales  and  Harthiil  are  still  in 
abeyance.  The  Housing  Question  is  the  most  urgent  and  necessitous 
one  for  the  District.  As  under  present  conditions  your  Medical 
Officer  can  do  very  little  to  abate  certain  nuisances  existing  in 
connection  with  houses.  It  is  farcical  to  issue  Closing  Orders 
when  there  is  no  other  accommodation  to  be  found. 

I am  very  glad  to  note  that  the  Council  are  taking  over  and 
putting  into  a proper  state  of  repair  the  private  street  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  District.  Many  of  these  streets  are  at  present  a 
menace  to  the  public  health. 


The  General  Health  of  the  District  has  been  good  during 
the  year,  though  one  regrets  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  should  have 
reached  such  a figure,  especially  at  Dinnington.

The  only  cause  I can  suggest  is  the  overcrowding  that  exists 
in  this  particular  portion  of  the  District.  I am  fully  aware  that 
other  reasons  may  be  suggested  for  this  increase  of  Infantile  Deaths, 
but  I have  no  evidence  which  could  justify  this  opinion  being 
voiced. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  a very  great  scourge  in  the  District  in 
previous  years,  namely,  Gastritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  Zymotic  Enteritis, 
&c.,  were  responsible  during  the  last  year  for  only  four  deaths. 
This,  in  itself,  speaks  for  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District,  and 
that  an  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  care  and  feeding  of 
infants. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  kind  and  unfailing  courtesy,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Goddard),  for  his  ready  and  willing  help 
throughout  the  year.

Housing1?™'0"  “u  'pr°gress  in  connection  with  the  Council's 
Housing  Schemes  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  reported  as  follows 

Parish  of  Anston  (Nursery  Road  SiteJ.-Negotiations  are  still 

proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  six  acres  of  land. 

D^,layr  plan®  have  been  prepared  in  anticipation  of  an 
early  settlement  being  arrived  at. 

Parish  of  Dinnington  (Lordens  Hill  Site).  1' Contracts  have 
been  let  for  the  erection  of  82  houses  on  a sire  consisting  of 
ei„ht  acres  1 he  sewers  for  the  same  have  been  laid  bv  the 
Council,  while  the  new  streets  have  been  made  as  far  as  is 
advisable  until  bunding  operations  are  nearer  comoletion. 

I he  work  ot  building  the  houses  is  proceeding  : eight  houses 
have  been  roofed  m ; eight  further  have  been  slated  ; six 
the  roof  timbers  are  being  fixed  ; four  have  been  buiit  to  the 
first  floor  level ; and  six  to  above  the  ground  floor  ievei.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  13  acres  of  adjoin, ng  land  have  been 
purchased  by  the  Council  aiso  for  housing  purposes. 


(Vjtnney  Lane  Site). -Site  of  three  acres 
purchased  and  lay-out  plan  approved  Plans  were  also 
approved  for  the  erection  of  20  houses  on  two  acres  of  this 
s e,  together  with  a portion  of  the  new  streets  anti  sewers. 

ie  road  ant  sewer  work  have  been  comoieted.  but  the 
tenders  received  for  the  erection  of  the  houses  were  con- 
sidered too  high.  Fresh  tenders  are  shortly  to  be  invited  for 
the  full  scheme  of  32  houses,  and  plans  for  the  additional 
streets  and  sewer  work  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

Parish  of  Wales  (Wales  Bar  Site).  Sue  abandoned  owhm  to 
the  liability  to  subsidence  through  Coliiery  workings;  several 
other  sites  have  been  proposed,  but  none  other  have  vet  been 
decided  which  would  be  safe  from  subsidence. 


w i -r>  , , ^ s’te  acres  of  land  (abutting  irnon 

Wales  Road  and  Storch  Lane)  has  been  purchased  for  the 
erection  of  13^  houses,  while  a further  strip  of  adjoining  land 
(three  acres)  and  suitable  for  about  26  houses,  is  also  bein- 
acquired  ; lay-out  plans  for  12  acres  have  been  nrovisionall v 
approved  together  with  the  necessary  street ‘and  sewers 
theieon  , the  roan  and  sewer  work  is  being  carried  out  bv  the

House  Drainage. 

Ten  examinations  of  new  drains  were  made  during  the  year, 
while  the  existing  drains  of  six  houses  were  tested  with  the  smoke 
test;  three  of  the  latter  were  found  to  be  defective  and  the  defects 
remedied. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  scavenging  work  is  now  carried  out  in  a much  more 
efficient  manner  than  in  previous  years.  In  August,  it  was  decided 
to  do  the  work  by  direct  labour  in  the  Parish  of  Dinnington,  and  the 
necessary  horses,  carts,  &c.,  were  purchased  in  readiness  for  com- 
mencing such  w7ork  on  October  1st.  The  results  have  already 
proved  very  satisfactory,  the  work  is  carried  out  in  an  efficient 
manner,  and  the  action  of  the  Council  in  themselves  carrying  out 
the  work  direct  at  Dinnington  is,  I am  certain,  a step  in  the  right 
direction.

Conversion  into  the  Water  Carriage  System. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  having  sanctioned  the  adoption  of 
section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  to  be 
in  force  within  the  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  Harthiii  and 
Wales,  a scheme  for  conversion  will  be  commenced  in  the  near 
future.  This  scheme,  adopted  by  the  Council,  provides  for  the 
conversion  of  approximately  12  conversions  in  Anston,  40  in 
Dinnington  and  32  in  Wales,  per  year.  The  scheme  although  omy 
on  a very  small  scale,  will  at  any  rate  materially  help  to  improve  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  District,  by  the  removal  of  a number  of 
insanitary  privies  and  pail  closets  each  year. 
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Disinfection, 

Upon  removal  to  hospital  or  recovery  of  a patient  after 
suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  the  clothing  and  premises  are 
forthwith  disinfected.  The  clothing  and  bedding  being  disinfected 
by  steam  at  the  Swallownest  Isolation  Hospital,  while  the  premises 
are  disinfected  with  formalin. 

Number  of  visits  to  premises  where  infectious  disease 
occurred  : 34  ; houses  disinfected  29. 

Canal  Boats. 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  canai  during  the  year,  but  no 
boat  was  seen.  The  tunnel  between  Kiilamarsh  and  Kiveton  Park 
which  fell  in  in  1909,  has  not  been  repaired,  thus  preventing 
the  canal  from  being  but  very  little  used.  No  application  for 
registration  was  made  during  the  year. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  and  sent  to 
the  County  Analyst,  at  Bradford,  for  analysis.  No  sample 
taken  “formally”  was  found  to  be  adulterated. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  Harthili- with-Woodall, 
Thorpe  Salvin,  Todwick  and  Wales,  are  supplied  with  water 
through  water  mains  extended  from  the  City  of  Sheffield  water 
supply  ; these  Parishes  had  a plentiful  supply  of  water  throughout 
the  year.  Nine  additional  houses  were  connected  with  the  water 
mains  during  the  year.  The  remaining  Parishes  are  supplied  with 
water  from  wells  or  springs. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  only  one  common  Lodging  House  in  the  District, 
situated  at  Dinnington,  and  being  registered  for  35  adults.  The 
same  has  been  regularly  inspected,  and  upon  two  visits  the  bedding, 
&c.,  were  found  to  be  in  a dirty  condition.  Notices  were  forthwith 
served  upon  the  owner  and  deputy,  and  the  defects  remedied.  No 
case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.

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Offensive  Trades. 


There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  in  the  District,  being  that 
of  a tripe  boiler,  &c.,  and  situated  at  Dinnington.  The  premises 
have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  found  to  be  in  a clean  con- 
dition.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  114  cow-keepers  in  the  District,  and  nine  milk- 
shops.  The  majority  have  been  inspected  and  improvements 
carried  out  in  several  instances.  The  approximate  number  of  cows 
housed  is  630,  while  the  number  of  milk-sellers  (who  are  also  cow- 
keepers)  is  17.

These  were  regularly  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
condition.

The  shops  and  buildings  used  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  other 
foods  have  been  frequently  visited  and  inspected,  the  quality  of 
food  exposed  for  sale  was  usually  found  to  be  very  good.  No 
seizures  were  made  during  the  year,  but  there  were  : 90  lbs.  of 
fish  ; 288  lbs.  of  beef  ; the  carcass  of  three  beast ; carcass  of  three 
sheep;  carcass  of  a pig;  seven  bags  of  mussels;  24  lbs.  of  butter; 
three  sacks  of  potatoes  ; 24  lbs.  of  ham  ; 12  tins  of  condensed 
milk;  10  lbs.  of  cheese;  and  28  lbs.  of  apples,  sujrended  as  unfit 
for  human  food  during  the  year.
